LESS SUGAR IN JELLIES AND JAMS 

One-Hfth to one-quarter less sugar 
can be used In making jelly and Jams, 
experiments made by household ex¬ 
perts In the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture experimental 
kitchen Indicate. 

Another sugar saving wrinkle test¬ 
ed by the experiment kitchen Is to 
add one quarter teaspoon of salt to 
each cup of fruit Juice for jelly or 
pulp for jam, marmalade, and con¬ 
serve. In the case of nonaetd fruit 
this makes the absence of the full 
amount of sugar less noticeable. The 
salty ta*te will disappear after the
